SOME OF THE DIFFICULTIES. 


Lo. London, April 14. 
The matter of wind and weather over the Atlantic is regarded 
asthe principal difficulty in connection with the great attempted 
trans-ocean flights. Sea surface conditions in no wise correspond 
with the upper air. The fact that- wind frequently travels from 
north to south instead of from east to west renders a dependable 
forecast almost impossible. The wind will probably be abeam of 
the fliers and result in a marked drift which no aeronautical instrn- 
ment is yet capable of determining. The only means fliers have of 
discovering the general locality is by keeping in wireless touch with 
ships. Even where dua allowance for wind is ascertainable, the 
drift must lengthen the joarney.. Another important consideration 
is how far advantage may be taken of the wind without opening the'| 
throttle of the engine to the fullest extent. In the trans-Atlantic 
fligbt a compromise will be strnck, due attention being paid to the 
need of keeping the engine always within its work. The position 
will be camplicated by sudden wind changes, necessitating the pilot 
simply taking his chance. Fog, which is the aviator’s worst enemy, 
is at present prevalent in Newfoundland.

WIRELESS TELEPHUNY. 


NEW ZEALAND WILL LIS- 


TEN TO LONDON CONCERTS. 


Dr. Lee De Forrest, the noted 
wireless télephone expert and in, 
ventor, hax predicted that in the 
summer of 1919 it will be possible 
for the human voice spoken into 


the tran-mitter of the radio-tele-| 


phone to be heard 12,000 miles 
away, or nearly half-way around 
the world. The feat wouldextend 
the present wireless telephone 
distance 6,000 miles at one leap. 
Dr. De Forrest said: “ This 


. advance in the provress of rddio 


engineering is assured through 
the experiments of Dr, Alexander- 
son, of the General Electric Com- 
pany. who has been “the world 
pioneer in the construction of 
high frequency alternators and in 
generating alternating currents 
which can be applied to antennz 
and radiated from wireless signall- 
ing. His latest, product is 4 cur- 
rent of approximately 15,000 
metres wave length.” 

It was further explained by Dr. 
De Forrest that all this energy 
can be controlled so as to be 
modulated in perfect conformity 
with speech waves, and. be tran- 
émitted half-way around the 
world. 

He said also that the use of 
the ‘audom makes possible the 
amplification of sounds received 
to any desired degree, so as 
to ba heard throughout a large 
auditorium., Music-lovera in New 
Zealand, for instance, will be able 
to hear'concerts by artists in New 
York, Paris, and London as plain-

Te Council of Four has fixed a provisional sum which 
Germany must pay for restitution and reparation of 125,000 million | 
francs of which 55 per cent. has been allotted to France. The whole 
sum must be paid in either gold, raw materials or negotiable securities, 
in annual instalments, the minimum amount of which will be laid 
down by the Peace Treaty. a _ 
Germany must make restitution and reparation in full as it is 
‘jmpossible at present to fix the price to be paid, owing to the 
variation of the prices of raw materials and labour. : 
Lastly, the cost of the French military pensions, namely. 4.000 
million frances yearly, must also be defrayed by Germany. 


. OTHER POINTS.

French diplomats state that the Council of Four has decided that 
the ownership of the Saar mines be assured to France in perpetuity. 
France will police the Saar district and political sovereignty will be 
excerised by a sort of directorate of five members under the League 
of Nations for fifteen years, after which the inhabitants will be en- 
titled to decide the political status by plebiscite. If.they then 
desire to remain under German administration, Germany must buy 
back the mines from France. , ,

SOCIAL PSYCHOLOGY OF 
JAPAN. 


AN INTERESTING LECTURE. 


Ata mecting of the Japan 
Society on the 26th February at 
20, Hanover Square, W., the Rev. 
W. NM. McGovern gave an inter- 
esting lecture entitled “The Social 
Psychology of Japan.” Professor 
J. H. Longford presided. and, in 


introducing the lecturer, said he © 


was. a Buddhist priest, and had 
been so long in Japan that he 
was more familiar’ with 
Japanese langnage than with 
that of his own country. 

The lecturer, in the course of 
his remarks, said, though the 
subject is capable of profound 
and scholastic treatment and is 
furthermore” in its details of 
fascinating interest, as he was 
forced to cope with it this 
afternoon, it would mean nothing 


More than an attempt to at best : 
imperfectly answer the question | 


to who and what are the 
Japanese people and 
predominant characteristics. 
Generally speaking, the ethnology 


of a race gives us some clue as 


to their racial characteristics 
but when we attempt to approach 
the Japanese ethnology we 
enter into rather troublous waters 
which are “much agitated by 
the conflict of various opinions. 
The average uneducated Japan- 
ese believes thar whatever may 
be the origin of other races, his 
own ancestors came down from 
High Heaven, Accordingly, he 
is forever distinct from other 
races of human origin. Now- 
however improbable this explana- 
tion may seem, the hypothesis as 
rendered by more - scientific 
investigators seem equally. un- 
acceptable. ‘The Japanese have 
been identifed as Aryan. 
Melanesian, Malay, Mongolian, 
and. in . fact, they have 
this in common with the English, 
they have been described as 
descendants of the lost ten tribes 
of Israel. Incidentally, he would 
say that he had spent the last 
several years in Formosa, and 
prior to that in the Philippines 
studying the. aborigines there 
with a view to tracing up any 
possible Malay connection, and 
had become more and” more 
convinced of the important part 
the. Malay stock played in the 
formation of what we now know 
as the Japanese. In whatever, 
manner such question may be 
decided. however, the facts 
remains thatthe Japanese have 
succeeded in producing a type of 


[civilisation quite distinct from 


other Oriental nations, such: as 
India or China. Dividing philo- 
sophy into three schools (1) 
Metaphysics and Theology. (2) 
Ethics, and (3) Aesthetics. India 
might be said to represent the 
first, China the second, and Japan 
the third. The Japanese have 
never, as they would be the 
first to admit, dealt in meta- 
physical’ hairsplitting nor have 
they dealt much in questions 
relating tothe absolute principle 
of good and evil, but in an attempt. 
to -formulate an immanent 
philosophy of life they have been 
more successful than any other 
people. We may: say- that 
the Japanese are essentially 
Aesthetical. They have produced 
no great original Metaphysician, 
yet many of their poems ex- 
press our«relation to life and 
manner in which the universe 
strikes us more -than countless 
volumes of logic-chopping would 
do. There is no distinct Japanese 
science, for their science ia im- 
manent in their industy. If they 
would permit him to call philoso-~ 
phy expressed or immanent in 
life, and not only in act. Aesthe- 


jticism, the Tost distinguishing

“TRON.

i 25 HANDED OVER. 


In accordance with the Admir- 
alty decision to dispose of a large 
number of the U-boats handed 
over by the Germans, 25 under- 
water craft were’sold recently to 
Messrs. George Cohen, Sons, and 
Co., of Commercial-road, E. with 
the stipulation that thes are to 
be broken up. This condition is 
attuched to the sale of all the 
vessels. 47 of which are being 
disposed of by tender. A number 
of the submarines are to be hand- 
ed over to Allied, Governments. 

“Those purchased by Messrs: 
Cohen vary in size from the U: 
164, an ocean-going vessel, 228 
feet in length, and of 800 tons 
displacement, to beats. of only 
250 tons displacement. 

’ Mr. Laurence Levy, a member 
of the firm, stated recently that 
the Diesel engines are ‘to. be 
removed. “The boats are very 
much as the Germans lef: them,” 
he said, “and in some cases the 
torpedoes are stillon board.. The 
breaking-up “.operations will 
occupy several weeks, and will 
make available large quantities, 
of steel, iron, copper, etc. The 
boats would have little value for 
cargo or. other similar purposes. 
|The purchase price ran into 
several thousands of potinds.” » 

Although the boats. have been 
disposed of as scrap-iron, it is 
understood that some of the 
material may be used for the 
manufacture of mementos of the 
submarine war. 

’ The other boats to” be. sold will 

include the big ocean-going sub- 
marines, as well as the smaller 
types, and it is understood that 
certain engine parts will be. re- 
moved before the Admiralty hand 
them over. © : ;

industry. In 1916 this line! 
of industry at Harbin attained its | 
zenith. but suddenly in 1917-the | 
continued disturbances made the ! 
export of Bean Cake from 
Viadivostok impossible and also:' 
the supply of coal from South } 
Manchuria became unsatisfactory | 
and the industry met with a check. 
Only with asmall demand of Bean 
Oil in the Sungari district, the 
mills have managed to keep 
themselves guing. At present 
more than-one half of twenty-one . 
mills at Harbin have suspended 
work, waiting for improvement of 
the carrying facilities ofthe rail-! 
ways. The total capacity of the 
twenty-one mills is ten-million ’ 
pieces a year, but in 1918 the total 
output was only five million 
Pieces. As it is impossible to 
export Bean Cake and as coal 
and firewood cost very dear, Bean © 
Cake, is now being used as fuel 
for power at the low price of 
about sixty sem a piece. Bean 
Oil is comparatively hish as there 
is a run of demand in the Sungari 
district, and it-is now rated at 
about fifteen yen.. The mills at 
Harbin are anxiously waiting for 
the restoration of peace. ! 
COPPER. | 
Since the armistice the price of 
copper hax suffered a continual 
drop, and at one time it was 
‘quoted atonly Y32, but from the 
beginning of this month the 
market is recovering somewhat, 
the quotation at present being 
Y42. However, this tendency 
is ascribed to a temporary 
reaction, the general trend being 


_Junchangeably weak. In Japan. 
alone the supply of copper is far_ 


in excess‘of the demand, and it is 
‘necessary to find a market 
abroad. Hitherto London was 
the only market for- Japanese | 
copper, and during the war Japan-! 
ese copper ,manufacturers, were 
very prosperous, but the arm-' 
istice brought: about a great 


change in copper merkets all over 
the world. It is reported that on 
the London market about 30,000 
tons of electrolytic copper for war 
use is accumulated, and that the 
United States stocks accumulated 
reach 500,000 tons. Such being: 
the situation, the,copper market 
cannot revive until these stocks 
are cleared off. —Japin Chronicle.
